‘a Prohibition Couvetition have nominated a 
candidate for the Legislature in the Fourth 
Senatorial District, and, following the lan- 
guege adopted by larger bodies which have 
anseinbied in the same cause, they condemned 


liquors a8 a crime against God and @ cume to 
man,’’ This has come to be the stereotyped 
form of expression employed by the prohibi- 
tion cranks everywhere in extenuation of 
their efforts te control by law the personal 
habits of people who commit no breach of 
the peace nur otherwise violate gublic order 
and decency, The phrase has been repeated 
so often that perhaps many people inclined 
to prohibition believe it to be trwe who would 
be bound to reject it as false and’ absard if 
they would stop to analyze it. 

The nianudfacture or the sale of spirits can- 
not possibly be “‘a crime against God,”’ un- 
less it be an offense to Deity to use spirits in 
medicine, in the arts and mechanics, and for 
various purposes useful to mankind. All 
that is intoxicating in wine and beer is alco- 
hol, but alcohol may be used In other ways 
than for getting drunk. Lt is clearly un- 
reasonable to maintain .that it isa “crime 
against God” to utilize the material found 
in Nature fer the uses of mankind. Henee 
the manufacture of spirits and the sale there- 
offor other purposes than that of drinking 
are no more criminal under the moral code 
than they are unde; the legal statute. 

It is not against the manafacture and sale 
of spirits, then, bat against the drinkers, 
that the extremists should Jevel their shafts. 
But even if they should abandon the pai- 
pabdle contradiction of denouncing the manu- 
facture and sale of liquoras a “crime against 
God?’ and substitute drinking, the language 
they use would still be intemperate and ua- 
just. The element of “crime” can only ap- 
pear when the drinking is immoderate. Eat- 
ing is a “curse te man,” and perhaps “a 
crime against,” when it iscarrié¢d to the 
extentof giuétany. ‘The sane is true of ex- 
cessive think, of excessive work, of the 
immoderate use of tobacco or coffee, and of 
occupations and amusements the most harm- 
Jess in themselves when they are carriéd to 
such ex as to lead to physical or mental 
disease or the neglect of duty. But would 
the Prohibitionists characterize any of these 
things as “crimes against God * becanse 
they are subject to abuse? Immoderaton is 
always deplorable, if. pot criminal, but 
it does not warrant ‘the eondemnation 
of moderation. Religious fervor may be 
and §6«6often' is #80 ‘exaggerated that 
the victim negiects his or her family; 
this is very much the same sort of 
“ criine agains God” as a sipilar neglect 
froia an intemperate use of spirits. But 
shall religion be condemned in sweeping 
terms because it may be abused and outraged 
by intemperate zealots ? 

If itis not the intemperate use of liquor, 
wine, or beer whieh the goercive Prahibi- 
tionists desire to condemn, but any use 
thereot for drinking purposes, then they are 
hurime thelr anathema against the whole 


Christian worid now and in the past. Christ. 


and His disciples were guilty of “a crime 
against God” if drinking wine be such a 
crime. The men and women who bow down 
in devotion at the communion table are 
guilty of “a crime against God”’“when they 
partake of the wine wh bi or celebrates the 
Last Supper. The at mass of the 
Christian people in. the European coun- 
tries age guilty in the eyes of these 
cranks of «this “crime against God,” 
because the daily consumption of wine or 
beer on the Continent of Europe, and of spir- 
its in Engtand, Ireland, and Scotland, is al- 
most universal ameng all. classes. Then the 
clergy ‘themselves in Burope commit a 
“orime against God,” for the vast majority 
of the Protestant, Catholic, and Greek min- 
isters in all parts of the Old World are in 
the habit of taking stimulants, But the 
mass of all these people in Europe drink in 
moderation—drink temperately; it is only a 
very smali. minority who are given to 
intemperance. It is out of inteniperance 
that the crimes against soéiety spring; is the 
Lord more exacting ? 

If the Prohibitionisis really mean what 
they say—that the manufacture of ale, or 
even the drinking of wine and beer, is a

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THE IRISH NATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

On Tuesday next g great Irish conference 
will meet In Dublin, whose action must be 
fraught with good or evil to the condition of 
Ireland aceording as Providenge or rash- 
ness shall direet its councils. n its mem- 
bership it will inelude all the delegates to 
the National Convention of 1881, all the “ ex- 
suspects " imprisoned during ‘the adminis- 
tration of * Buckshot” Forster as Chief 
| Secretary, the Irish members of Parliament, 

e Poor Law Guardians, and many priests, 
Im its composition, as will be seen, itis 
somewhat h@erogeneous, and the circulars 
of invitation are signed by Messrs. Parnell, 
Davitt, Dilloa,, Brentan, Sexton, Shaw, 
Healy, Biggar, and A. O’Connor, who are 
not altogether harmenious in their views. 
Among the hundreds of delegates will be 
found men who advocate ‘secession @id men 
who advocate a peasant proprietary as the 
only solution of the Irish problem, 

The general program which ‘will be 
brought before the conference has been al- 
ready outlined in the foreign dispatches. 
The main business will be the construction of 
a new organization, probably to be called the 
Irish National League, and it is hinted that 
the object of this league will be to start 
from the reforms already secured by the 
operation of the Land bill and prosecute 
them still further in the same genera) diree- 
tion by agitations for its amendment which 
shall secure Ireland’s emancipation from the 
thralidom of landiordism. To this end the 
league will seek to secure to tenants the en- 
tire value of their past and future improve- 
ments; to admit leasehoiders to the benefit 
of the bill; to secure the advance of the en- 
tire parchase-money by the State at a low 
rate of interest; to obtain better dwell- 
ings and allotments for laborers; and 
proposals will algo be advocated for 
the purchase of poor rack-rented estates for 
the benefit of tenants. Itis also proposed 
that the objects of the league shall extend 
beyond land reform by agitation for the 
fostering of Lrish wanufactures, for the pay- 
ment of members of Parliament, for the ex- 
tension of suffrage, and for the estabiish- 
ment of a system of elective county govern- 
ments similar in méstrespects to our County 
Boards. 

Iu the main, these propositions commend 
themselves to general favor, and are in the 
line of Mr. Parnell’s policy; and it is af op- 
portune time for the meeting ef such a con- 
ference. The Gladstone Land bill haé al- 
ready superinduced a condition of things in 
Ireland whieh cannot but convince intellt- 
gent men in Parliament that they have struck 
out in the right direction, and that peace and 
order can be secured in Ireland when the ‘ 
peasantry are freed from the curse of alien 
landiurdism and av¢ treated with the justice 
and consideration wnich the Government ex- 
tends to others.

His 
anger is .kindied inst the people, 
To appease Him, Dayid offers human sac- 
rifices. [he seven sons of Saui are slain and 
their bodies are exposed on che hill, in sigut 
of Jehovah, and the offering ts accepted, and 
the Divine wrath is thereby pacified.

The language of Deuterovomy attests its 
late origin. Sixty-six ‘phrases of Deuteron- 
omy recur in the writings of Jeremiah. The 
language of Leviticus contributes nota little 
to betray its-late origin. The authorship of 
Moses attributed to the Levitical code is 
sywmbolical. Lhe name of Moses is utterly 
unktiown to the elder phrophets. There 
can F song be little duubt that the composition 
of bulk of Leviticus, and of considera- 
ble portions of the Books of Numbers, Exo- 
dus, and even parts of Genesis, belongs to 
the epuch of the second temple, and that the

THE WILL POWER. 
AN ANATOMICAL CRITICISM OF A RECENT 
SEKMON BY DR. LORIMER. 
To the Editor of The Chicagd Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Oct. 14.—A few Sandays ago the 
Rev. Dr. Lorimer delivered what 1 have 
heard since pronounced one of his ablest 
sermons, the themeof his discourse being 
the power of the human will to direct man 
through his earthly pilarimage, Some quo- 
tations from the poets are given in this ser- 
mon4as published) to strengthen as it were 
the Doctor’s theory, which seems tw be about 
this: Thatman, asa creature, is led exactly 
as his will power suggests, either to the left 
or to the right, to sin or from sin. 

To those who have nct studied patiently 
and with the view of getting at the bottom 
facts as to what the will power of man has 
to do and what it notto do in guiding 
bim during life—vihat it can do and what it 
cannot do-it would appear thatit, this will 
power, is really what my friend, Dr. Lort- 
mer, claims itto be—a monarch per se that 
sits on its throne and imperiously 
commands: that this thing .or that thing ' 
shali be performed, and its be 
hests are obeyed without opposition. 
Butathorongh investigation as to its trie 
character, what it really is and what its 
functions realiy are; what it is intended to 
perform and what it is capable of perform- 
ing; how it guides and how in turn it is 
guided, reveals to the thoughtful the (shall 
] say alarming ?) intellige nce that véry much 
more potency has been accorded tw it by Dr. 
Lorimer, as well as by mankind generally, 
than it is entitled to. 

A ine to all that has been.derived, 
from ‘physiological study since the days of 
Anaxagoras (b. U. 5), who was the first, I 
believe, to suggest man’s compuund nature, 
the principle we eall will power has its hapi- 
tation and home in the ideational nerve cen- 
tres of the brain, in which are also located 
the seats of what we term foresight, resolu- 
tion, memory, reflection, hope, despair, fear, 
courage, etc. This truth being incontrover- 
tible, jet us see if willpower has any 
authority over these, its near neighbors, as 
to residence. Thoughts, bright or clouded, 
the Reverend Doctor will admit, come pd pe 
involuntarily; foresight is lost or retained; 
memory faiis or becomes strong; hope is ele- 
vated or depressed: despair amd gioom over- 
shadow; fear takes possession; courage 
oozes out—entirely independent of the will, 
no matter how energetically that principle 
may operate to prevent such changes. 

if the will had any control whatever over 
man’s mentality he would be as happy as are 
the humming-birds amongst the honeysuck- 
les: but it has no power to ish asorrow, no 
power vo give courage to a coward, no power 
to strengthen remembrance, no power to 
make men ferget; and all because it has no 
power over the sensory nerves of man; nor 
was it ever designed by Nature that it should 
have such power. ~ 

The Reverend Doctor quotes liberall 
Shakspeare, but here is a passage he 
quote: 

Si 1o tie Sleep! 

SAevted mae waves coe have Il frighted thee, 
That thou no more wilt weigh my eyelids aown, 
And steep my senses in furget fulness? 

An apt quotation this, and one that shows 
that its author had had many a_ sleepless 
night, despite his will power. Thousands 
of people in Chicago, and the world over, 
would gladly give all they are worth finan- 
ciall if wer a will power that 
would enable them to banish a “ rooted sor- 
row’ and free them from care and anxiety, 
Care keeps watch in ave? old man’s eye,” 
says the Bard of Avon, and he might have 
added, “in every young man’s eye also,” es- 

lly if he is adealer on ’Change, or has 
yp guilty of an infraction of the criwinal 
aws.

1 may be an exception, though I hardly 
can think so, yet it appears to me to be the 
sheerest absurdity to endow the will power 
of man (a someth which is the mere piay- 
thing of the five senses) with as much su- 
premacy as Dr. Lorimer awards to it. 5Su- 
premacy implies undisputed authority and 
full power te entorce servile obedience if 
there is rebellion. The will has no such 
power. To say that it is immortal is pon- 
sense, for immortality never siveps. Will- 
power, however, being mortal, does sleep; 
and sometimes too suundly, for history fur- 
nishes numerous instances wherein great 
commanders (wen with iron wills) have been 

caught napping, and were thus conque 
by some of ny weak-wiiled inferiuors who 
wide awake.

He ealled a council at 
Placentiain 108, at which he gave audience 
to the emissariés who had been selected to 
give information of the designs of the Turks. 
‘The council, composed of the clergy, was, of 
course, unaulimnous in favor of the project. 
Was not the Pope committed to it heart and 
soul? He himself crossed into France and 
preached the crusade there. Eventually he 
ealled a second council at Ciemont,.in Au- 
vergne. The council sat seven days, and by 
way of showing his virtue and power his 
Heliness passed, senteace of excommunica- 
tion against King Philip for.aduitery, This 
bold step increased his prestige vastly, and 
the crowds abuut the c ral clamored for 
a speech from the sovereign Pontiff. At last 
he appeared in the gorgeous official dreas of 
his office, surrounded by Cardinals and 
Bishops also in brilliant apparel. A great 
silence feli upon the audience, and the Pope 
pictured the woes of the Christians in Pal- 
estine suffered at the hands of the 
heathen; how their possessions were de- 
livered over to the flames and their 
bodies to the sword: how their wives and 
daughters were defiled, the altars of the true 
God desecrated, and the relica of the saints 
trodden under foot. Then be appealed to 
them to “ wipe off these impurities from the 
face of the earth.”” He promised to divide 
Palestine, “‘aland flowing with milk and 
honey,” wrt insinuated his Holiness, 
between them. Hie«fered to pardon them 
all for their offenses, either against God or 
man. in conciusion, he said: “Go then in 
expiation of your sins; and go assured that 
after this world shall have passed away in- 
perishable glory shall be yours in the world 
which is to come,’ 

The enthusiasay was boundless, and a great 
shout went up—God wilis it! God wills it! 
rhe news of the council spread like wildfire. 
The poor, the needy, the dissolute, the de- 
praved followed the fanatics who repaired to 
the standards of the hely war. The nobles 
caught the infection and mortgaged their 
esiates for a trifle to obtain means to fight 
the infidel. 

Walter the Pennyless led forth the first 
host in the year 1006. As ey had neither 
money nor stores they quickly degenerat 
into a band of robbers; and poss S 
the City of Sewlin, they were assaulted by 
the indignant inhabitants and many of them 
slaughtered. Peter the Hermit soon followed 
with a rabble as vile as that of Walter the 
Pennyless. On réaching Semlin they saw on 
the walis of the city the arms and ~ cor 
of their predecessors, which so enraged in 
that they sacked the tows, committing every 
known excess dictated Dy the passions, re- 
vehae, lust, and avarice,. The two armies 
finally formed a junction, and the remnant of 
the host, baving reached Asia Minur, was 
met by the army of Sultan Salimana and ut- 
wry destroyed. 

hile these events were transpiring fresh 
hordes were issuing from all parts of Enu- 
rope and turning r faces towards the 
Holy Land. Many of these devoted them- 
selves te ne work uf exterminating the Jews 
at home befure their departure for Jerusa- 
lem. Their cruelty was so horribie that 
many Jews committed self-destruction to 
avoid falling into their hands, but thonsands 
were brutally murdered, havuw first been 
robbed. But the Jews Were avenged: tneir 
murderers nearly all perished on the road to 
the Holy Land, At least 300,000 so perished 
before any kind of efficient organization was 
perfected. The fields of Hungary, accord- 
ing to contemporary Writers, were heaped 
with corpses, and the waters of the Danube 
for miles dyed with their blood, 

At last the church succeeded in enlisting 
the chivairy of Europe in the cause, when the 
real c coumenced.

A COLLEGE REFORM. 


Requiring gq of the Lower Classes 
te A in trom Hazing. 

Tne practice of hazing is not new. Trans- 
ported from the English university, it has in 
the American college attained to a virulence, 
even if not to 'a system, unknown in its orig- 
inal home. If fagzing—a custom of which 
Dr. Arnold of Rugby approved—is not its 
parent, it is at least a sister evil, since both 
spring from the propensity of tyranny on the 
part of the older and stronger over the 
younger and weaker. 

Some of the rules respecting the subordina- 
tion of the Freshmen to the members of the 
higher classes which were in vogue a hun- 
dred years ago are most quaint. At Harvard 
College in the last century no Freshman was 
allowed to “speak to a Senior with his bat 
on, or have it on in a Senior’s chamber, or in 

iisownlf a nior be there.” And every 
Freshman, “with an occasional exception, 
avas obliged to serve as errand-boy for “any 
of his Seniors, graduates, or under-graduates 
atany time, except in spudyemn ours, or 
after 9 o’clock in the evening 

But these ancient customs any be esteemed 
most honorable to the Freslin in com- 
parison with the indignities and barbarities 
which are at A ee ‘present tithe occasionally 

heaped upon him, and which he frequently 
revenges by insults omen severe a his 
lesmentinees. The past college year witnessed 
an unusually large number of cases of. hazing 
of extreme severity, idneias was a not 
infrequent practice, and the branding of 
victims by means of some strong acid was 
used to avenge insulted honor. 

Various methods have been employed to 
putan epd toall these inconveniences to | 
which an upper classman subjects a lower. 
Penalties df suspension and occasionally of 
expulsion have been exacted. It is not to be 
doubted that the thorough and impartial en- 
forcement of ore laws would tend to re- 
move the evil. Bm meny colleges the prac- 
tice has been treated with too great leniency. 
It has been regarded rather as a necessar 
evil than as an éVil which could be remov 
The growth of the feeling among college 
trustees and professors hazing can and 
must be stopped gnats towards its abolition. 

The regarding of the student as a citizen 
of the sm in which the college is situated, 
and as responsible to its officers for all crim 
mel offeuses, whether stealing a sign or haz- 

a treshman, serves to weaken the force 
q the custom. Many colleges thus treat 
their mem members so regard 
themselves. ‘The difficulty, however, in this 
remedy lies in the fact that cases of lrazing 
may be perpetrated night after night and yet 
remain unknown to officers of the law. 
It is not often that a freshman can detect his 
persecutors, and could he detect them, it is 
even less often that he would divulge’ their 
names.

It has been stated that Mr. George C. Miln, 
whose début in tragic roles is referred to at 
length in another column,kad a pecullarjidea 
of the character of Hamlet, and proposed to 
introduce in his performance many varia- 
tions from the traditional reading of the lines. 
Believing that the theatre-going public would 
like to acquaint itself with these new ideas 
of Mr. Miin’s a representative of Tur Txip- 
UNE called on him one day last week and 
askea him if in bis leisure moments he would 
not kindly transfer his ideas to paper for the 
benefit of Tux ‘Tarsunr’s readers... He did 
so, and they are presented herewith: 

The first scene of the first act of * Hamlet” 
is omitted in Mr. Miln’s presentation of the 
play, on the score that what there transpires 
is repeated in the form of narrative in the 
second scene ot the first act; the ordinary 
presentations of the play are generally re- 
garded as too lengthy, both by critics and 
actors, and jt is hoped this innovation will be 
regarded favorably. 

Note— mood of Hamlet is that of in- 
tense sadn with an occasional gleam of 
natural sarcasm until the revelation of the 
ghost, when he becomes fired with an in- 
tense purpose te prove the mystery to the 
bottom and revenge his father’s murder4f he 
finds his fears confirmed; this conception 
will give color to the interview between the 
King, Queen, and Humiet, in which Hamlet 
is besought to throw off his gloom. 

Following are some of the variations in 
reading, with explanations as to their render- 
ing: “A. little more than kin, and less than 
kind,”’—sadly, with the merest tinge of sar- 
casm. “Not so, my Lord, I am too much P 
the sun,”—sadly, with more sarcasm. “Ay, 

it is common,”—with infinit sad-

The fullowing colloquy with Ophelia is in 
the main delivered with’ tenderness and in- 
finit rezret that seems determined to 
tear them apart. 

Note—Mr. Miln’s Hamlet loves Uphelia 
with all the intensity of a passionate nature. 
This should be borne In mind in any criti- 
cism upon this colloquy. in the interview 
between Hamlet and Ophelia the former 
does not discover the prying Polontus until 
he has already advised Ophelia to go into a 
nunnery. His observation of the concealed 
Polontus fires him ‘into indignation, and in 
his concluding speech in this interview the 
exclamation, **Go to, VU no more on’t: it 
hath made me mad!’ is an actual repreeenta- 
tion of a fear in Hamict’s mind that the com- 
bination of circunmtances against which he 
atruggzies may indeed dethrone his reason.
